DIES IN WASHINGTON CITY 


Was Nephew of Famous Confederate 


Fighter and Moviing Spirit in 


Jamestown Exposition. 


[By Telegraph to Tn« 


Washington, April 20.—One of Vir- 


ginia's foremost sons, General Fitz- 
hugh Lee, lies dead in this city, the 
result of an attack of apoplexy and 
paralysis. The general was stricken 
while traveling by rail from Boston 
to Washington. When the train ar- 
rived in this city he was removed to 
Providence hospital, where he passed 
away at 11:20 Friday night. The end 
came quietly and was without pain. 
Mrs. Lee and other members of the 
family were in Tennessee when Gen- 
eral Lee was stricken, and they are 
now on the way to the national cap- 
ital. 


General Fitzhugh Lee came from 


the noted Virginia family, and was a 
nephew of the famous Confederate 
general and fighter, Robert B. Lee, 
who surrendered to General Grant 
He was born in Clermont, Fairfax 
county, Virginia, Nov. 11, 1835; gradu- 
ated at the United States military 
academy in 1856, was commissioned 
second lieutenant of cavalry and was 
severely wounded in a fight with the 
Indians. 
He was instructor of cav- 


alry tactics in West Point when the 
Civil war broke out and immediately 
resigned 
his commission and joined 


Ewell's brigade of the 
Confederate 


army. Then he became colonel of the 
First Virginia cavalry, was promoted 
to brigadier general and then 
major 


general 
in 1863. Later he 
com- 


manded 
the whole cavalry 
corps 


of the army of Northern Virginia un- 
til he surrendered to General Meade 
at Farmville. From 188G to 1890 he 
was governor of Virginia, was consul 
general at Havana when Cuba began 
the last rebellion against Spain, and 
when the war with Spain broke out 
he was appointed major general of 
United States volunteers 
and was 


later placed in command of the Sev 
enth Army corps. 
Recently he was 


Identified with the Jamestown expo- 
sition.

LASGOW'S experience with tel 


ephones should be of interes 
to those citizens of this country 
who are complaining of extor 


tionate rates for inferior service As 
usual the Scotch metropoiig was the 
first city in the kingdom to challenge 
the supremacy of the telephone trust, 
which in Great Britain goes by the 
name of the National Telephone com- 
pany. 


The fight for a municipal franchise 


was a complicated and interesting one 
to 
1911 
the imperial government 


through its postofflce department pro- 
poses to take over the control of the 
telephone system of the United King- 
dom. 
At that time the National Tele- 


phone company will be compelled to 
surrender its property at Its actual mar- 
ket value without a penny additional 
for good will or franchises. The mu- 
nicipalities expect to arrive at-some 
agreement with the general government 
by which they will be left in partial 
control of their plants and to share In 
its profits. Be this as it may, the last 
privately owned telephone will disap- 
pear in about six years from this date 


It is more than ten years ago since 


Glasgow proclaimed revolt against the 
high charges and bad service of the 
private telephone company. A commit- 
tee of the city council reported In fa- 
vor of establishing a municipal plant, 
and, without going into details, It may 
be stated that'on March i, 1960, Glas- 
gow obtained the first license ever 
granted to a city for the purpose of 
conatructing and operating a telephone 
system. 


The work of construction was begun 


in July. 1900, and up to the present 
time Glasgow has expended $1,350,000 
on its telephone plant While the city 
contains only twenty square miles of 
territory, the telephone wires reach ou't 
over nearly ten times that large a dis- 
trict.

developing his neck muscles as the 
pugilist spends on his biceps.

To the 
defensive wrestler a powerful neek Is 
absolutely Indispensable.
